Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: "the applied art still teaches the claim elements. 

Regarding claim 31, Applicant argues that Ross (U.S. Patent No. 5,943,029) does not expressly teach the EDID comprising capable setting 
information related to capabilities of the display apparatus, wherein the display setting adjustment window comprises a plurality of setting 
buttons corresponding to the display setting; and activating one of the setting buttons according to the capable setting information of the 
EDID. Examiner notes that nowhere in the claim recites only displaying settings that are supported. The claim only recites activating a 
button according to capable setting information of the EDID. Ross discloses displaying resolution settings based on the EDID and allowing 
a user to select one of the settings [column 4, lines 14-18; line 52 to column 5, line 28]." 
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
